of Ju.tice, v'i.ch in Reſpett to ſeveral Na- 
tions arc different ia Manger, in Place, and 


in all the Methods of Adminiftration, and 
ſo of che ſeveral other Inſtances, of which 
Mr. Z—5 js very bountiful in the Particu- 
lars; I muft own, I think to very little 
Purpoſ?, becauſe really 'tis a Nicety of no 
Manner of Signi: - ation. 

Bur it, Gentlemen, there hs an Union, 
and a Sameneſs in the general Inferefts ot 
the Nations, with Reſpect to theſe very 
Heads, I think tis plain, there is an One- 
neſs of Imereſt x, 

For Exampl-, there is not an Oneneſs cf 
Eccletiaſtical Laterelts, as to the reſpcRive 
Priaciples of the Churches, as Epiſcopal an 
Presbyrer ian, Out there is an Oneneſs of 
their general laterefts, as Proteſtants ; and 
it will for ever unite their Intercfts, ſo 
as to make them one Body, with one ge- 
neral Intereſt, azainft all Sorts of Superfii 
tion, Atheiſm, Idotatry, Popery,Heathenim, 
and the like common Enemies of the Prote- 
ſtant Religion; and their different Intereſts, 
as Epijcopal and Presbyterian being reſery'd, 
will have no Influence, I am ſure need not, 
nor ought not, fo interrupt their feneral 
Intereſt, mutual Defence and Protettion a- 
gainft thoſe common Enemies.
